Washington, D. C., September 11.—Col. 
George C. Thorpe, retired, will shortly have 
presented to him a medal for services ren- 
dered more than 30 years ago in East Af- 
rica, when, as a captain of Marines aboard 
the historic cruiser Baltimore, he was or- 
dered to go ashore in command of a detach- 
ment of his Marines, and mounted on ele- 
phants, to proceed over the African desert 
sunds of Abyssinia to King Menelik, to 
whom he delivered a special personal mes- 
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sage of state from Theodore Roosevelt, then 
President. 

King Menelik, who was King and Emperor 
of all Ethiopia from 1889 to 1913, was so 
impressed by the young captain of Ameri- 
can Marines that he had a special medal 
struck off and it was later delivered to the 
American State Department, but prevailing 
law made it unconstitutional for any native 
American to receive decoration from a 
foreign ruler.

Brigadier General Breckinridge will be eligi- 
ble for promotion to the higher rank on the 
retirement of Maj. Gen. John T. Myers, 
USMC, on February 1, 1935.
